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Use of Brazil’s accumulated pound-sterling bal- 
anee to reduce foreign debt and to achieve national 
ownership of railways was reported by Brazilian 
President Eurico Gaspar Dutra in a speech late last 
month before the Brazilian Press Association, when 
he also stressed that Brazil would strictly limit her 
imports from dollar areas in line with dollar avail- 
ability. 

Exchange Comes First 


He declared specifically that “no import license 
should be granted unless there is previous certainty 
that exchange will be available to pay for the import.” 

Following is the section of President Dutra’s address 
dealing with exchange and trade: 

“Tam happy to tell you at this time that our foreign 
debt has been reduced since April by 22 million pounds 
sterling, equivalent to 1,650 million cruzeiros. 

“This sum corresponds to the value of Brazilian 
sterling bonds purchased by the National Treasury. 

“Furthermore, with acquisition of the Leopold- 
ina Railway, the Great Western, the Ilheus-Con- 
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Brazilian President Explains import Restrictions;

quista and the previously acquired Sao Paulo 
Railway, our rail network is practically national- 
ized. 

“Acquisition of these bonds and railways and the 
release for import of goods of part of our frozen funds, 
has reduced the amount of these funds from 65 million 
to about 10 million pounds. 


Other Funds Applied 


“Frozen funds accumulated elsewhere will also be 
applied for the benefit of the country. Acquisition of 
tankers and oil refineries is planned, as well as railway 
equipment, the latter also from England. 

“To safeguard our interests better in government 
purchases, the respective contracts are being thor- 
oughly studied as to the distribution to be made of 
them. 


“Tt is thus obvious that the government has taken 
care to foster the general welfare and has not let other 
preoccupations distract it from its duty toward good 
public administration. 


“The difficulties we are passing through are not ours 
alone; and frequently they do not originate in cireum- 
stances that we can correet, The dollar shortage, for 
example, has contributed to them. 


“These exchange problems come from interna- 
tional circumstances which deprive us of the right 
of using our balances in pounds, franes and other 
currencies. 

“If we could freely convert into dollars the exchange 
accumulated by us in Great Britain, France, Belgium 
and other countries as a result of our export sales 
made possible by the work of the Brazilian people, 
then we would have no problem of overdue dollar 
payments. 


“There cannot be the least doubt that our exchange 
difficulties come from outside causes beyond our voli- 
tion. Suspension of multilateral trade which keeps us 
from using credits accumulated abroad is obliging us 
to sell on time a great part of our exports and to pay 
cash for most of our purchases in the dollar area. 
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“To mitigate these maladjustments and prevent 
exhaustion of our gold and dollar reserves, we had 
to set up controls over both trade and exchange. 
The aim of these controls is to reach a balance be- 
tween supply and demand in exchange. 

“To attain this end and overcome the immense 
difficulties involved, it is indispensable that the Export- 
Import and the Exchange departments (of the Bank 
of Brazil) work closely together and even as a unit. 


Sees Hard Task 


“Brazil will have to make terrific efforts to overcome 
the problems originating from the dollar shortage. We 
will have to restrict imports, adapting them to ex- 
change availability. 


“No import licenses should be granted unless 


there is previous certainty that exchange will he 
available to pay for the import. 

“Once an exchange budget is established, we must 
balance receipts with expenditures. Budgetary _re- 
ceipts, the product of our exports, must be used to 
pay for imports essential to the economic growth of 
Brazil. 

“Therefore, all imports which are eliminable 
must be eliminated. 

“Every step is being taken to assure imports of 
equipment and raw materials essential to industry 
and agriculture, with the government taking care to 
see that our economic development is not hindered. 

“The present situation demands of all Brazilians a 
firm program of saving and sacrifice. The difficulties 
we now face must, in reality, be overcome by our own 
efforts.” 


Institute Reports on Census of Brazilian Industrial Centers 


Brazil's Institute of Geography and Statistics re- 
cently issued a study of industrialization by economic 
centers. While the study covers a period of 1947, the 
general pattern is probably much the same today. In- 
cluded in the survey were all industrial establishments 
with annual sales above 100,000 cruzeiros. 

Number of such establishments in the various eco- 
nomic centers is shown in the following table, taken 
from O Estado de Sado Paulo;

In mid-1947 Brazil thus had around 10,000 industrial 
establishments with annual sales of 100,000 cruzeiros 
or more. Half of these were located in Sao Paulo—in 
exact figures, 49.8 percent. 

Sales value varied in these economic centers during 
April, 1947, from 451,000 cruzeiros in Goiania to 2,014,- 
480,000 in Sao Paulo. Sales value in the Federal Dis- 
trict amounted to 1,085,463.000, to 146,759,000 in 
Porto Alegre, and 108,803,000 cruzeiros in Recife. 


Sao Paulo Leads 


Total sales values for the month in the industrial 
establishments listed came to 3,693,989,000 cruzeiros, 
with Sao Paulo accounting for 54.5 percent, or some- 
what more in proportion to number of establishments. 

The Federal District’s percentage of total sales was 
29.4; Porto Alegre had 4 percent; Recife 3 percent and 
others about 9. 

Salaries paid out by these industrial establish- 
ments in the month of April, 1947, amounted to 
666,089,000 cruzeiros, or about one-fifth of sales 
value. Sao Paulo salaries for the period were 53 
percent of the total. All taxes paid in that month 
came to 331,143,000 cruzeiros. 





Bags Bugs by Radio 

What is believed to be the first large-scale 
installation for killing insect life in grain 
through short waves is being built at Rio de 
Janeiro. 

Inventor of the system is Dr. Geraldo Woer- 
denbag Filho, who has been carrying on ex- 
periments of this kind since 1934. He made 
trial experiments in 1946 which brought of- 
ficial attention to his methods. 

Insect larvae and eggs normally present in 
grain are now usually killed through poison- 
ous gases. The same amount of grain that 
could be purified in 24 hours by gas can be 
cleaned in 30 seconds by Woertenbag’s 
method, it was said. 
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Conference Voids Most of 76 Percent Boost on Castor-Oil Freight 


A freight increase of 76 percent levied on Bra- 
zilian ecastor-oil shipments earlier this year was 
reduced to an increase of only 10 percent last week 
as a result of an agreement reached in talks among 
Freight Conference and Brazilian authorities. 

The 76 percent increase, it was charged, operated to 
eliminate Brazilian shipments of castor-oil to the 
United States, restricting Brazil to supplying the un- 
processed castor-bean, since freight on castor-beans 
remained at the previous level. 

Freight on castor-oil will now be $27.50 a ton instead 
of $44, while freight on castor-beans will, at least tem- 
porarily, remain unchanged at $20 a ton. Before the 
76 percent increase, castor-oil freight had been $25 a 
ton. 

Both rates were still far above the prewar level, 
when freight charges of $15 a ton were levied on 
castor-oil shipped to New York and $7 on castor-beans. 
This difference was also considered discriminatory at 
the time. 


Pacts Covered Case 


Brazil had requested that the wide differential be- 
tween raw and processed castor products be narrowed, 
since international trade agreements have accorded a 
prior right to countries producing raw materials in the 
establishment of industries processing them, which are 
defined as “economic industries” under these agree- 
ments. 

The 76 percent freight increase had effectively cut 
down Brazil’s castor-oil shipments, with numerous 
secondary effects on the Brazilian economy. Brazil had 
hoped to encourage American castor-bean processors 
to move their installations to Brazil, which is now 
once again a possibility. 

Increased castor-oil shipments, made practical 
through the lower freight rate, would bring a highly 


Coffee and Cocoa Make Up 83% 


The United States imported Brazilian goods in 
May worth only $34,221,000, of which $28,423,000 
went for coffee and cocoa—about 83 percent of the 
total. 

This unusually high percentage for coffee and cocoa 
was attributable in part to the stable price for coffee 
on the U. S. market at a time when other prices and 
to some extent demand for other goods were lessening. 


Vegetable Oils Next 


Oil seeds and vegetable oils and waxes were the only 
other large contributors to Brazilian income from sales 
in the United States during the month. These Brazil- 
ian products were valued at $2,111,000. 

Only one other Brazilian product arriving in the 
United States during May was valued at more than 


important secondary benefit to Brazil in the form of 
fertilizer by-products from castor-bean processing. 

Brazilian scientist Cunha Bayma recently esti- 
mated that processing for oil of Brazil’s present 
castor-bean crop would result in production of 
fertilizer by-products worth $50,000,000, enough 
to rebuild a huge part of Brazil’s worn-out coffee 
and cotton land. 

Production of this fertilizer, moreover, would elimi- 
nate a serious dollar drain, since Brazil must now 
import most of the fertilizer it uses from dollar areas. 


Official Statement 


In announcing the reduction on castor-oil freight, 
the Brazilian Foreign Ministry declared: 

“Through an understanding reached between 
Brazilian authorities and the president of the 
Brazil-United States-Canada Freight Conference, 
freight charges on castor-oil were fixed at $27.50 
a ton. 


“*“As a result, the rate of $44 a ton applied by 
shipping lines since February, 1949, with obvious 
harm to the Brazilian castor-oil industry, will no 
longer be in effect. 

“The Foreign Ministry wishes to stress the good 
will shown by the participating parties in solution 
of this matter, vital for the national economy.” 

There is no tariff problem so far as Brazilian ship- 
ments of castor-oil to the United States are concerned, 
as duties on this item were reduced from three to one- 
and-a-half cents a pound under the Geneva agree- 
ments. 

Castor-beans are of relatively high oil content and 
processing is not complicated. A ton of castor beans 
will yield around 880 pounds of oil and the bean residue 
is itself of great value.

One Dollar Sale 


Other Brazilian exports to the United States during 
the month valued at more than $100,000 were meat 
products, $120,300; leather, $107,700; nuts and prepa- 
rations, $423,000; vegetable fibers and manufactures, 
$166,500; raw wool, $336,700; minerals such as lime 
and gypsum, $180,500; precious and semi-precious 
stones, $192,400; iron ores, $181,000; ferroalloys, $235,- 
500; and medicinals and pharmaceuticals, $348,600. 

During the month the United States spent only 
$76 dollars for Brazilian industrial chemicals, $17 
for precious metals and jewelry, $1 for miscellane- 
ous textile products and $22 for leather rawhide 
and parchment manufactures.

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Trade Deficit with U. S. Is $60,000,000 in 3 Months, Brazil Reports 


Brazil’s unfavorable trade balance with the 
United States during the first quarter of 1949 came 
to 1,093,409,000 cruzeiros, or approximately 
$60,000,000, according to figures supplied by the 
Brazilian Ministry of Finance. These figures give 
ample reason for Brazil’s recent strict limitation of 
imports payable in dollars. 

Brazil also had an unfavorable trade balance during 
the first quarter with Europe as a whole, but this 
deficit resulted from purchases that were paid out of 
previous credits accumulated in frozen currencies and 
thus could not be considered unfavorable in the same 
way as her trade with the United States. 

Europe Deficit Slight 

The trade deficit with Europe during this period 
was, moreover, only 700,000 cruzeiros or less than 
$38,000. Deficitary trade was entirely with those Euro- 
pean countries where Brazilian credits were large. 
Trade with the rest of Europe was highly favorable. 

Brazil’s world trade balance, however, was unfavor- 
able by 1,527,729,000 cruzeiros, resulting almost 
wholly from petroleum imports from the Dutch West 
Indies and purchases from the United States, the two 
factors that have induced Brazil to limit dollar-paid 
imports and to build her own oil refineries.

Main favorable trade balances in Europe included 


93,926,000 cruzeiros with Germany; Italy, 88,470,000 
cruzeiros; Spain, 78,430,000; Portugal, 75,721,000; 
Denmark, 45,902,000; Poland, 43,650,000; Netherlands, 
36,469,000, and Trieste, Ireland, Norway, France, 
Greece, Gibraltar, Sweden, Yugoslavia and others in 
lesser amounts. 

Unfavorable European trade during the first quarter 
was with England, 344,169,000 cruzeiros; Switzerland, 
98,249,000; Czechoslovakia, 47,769,000; Benelux, 29,- 
570,000; Finland, 27,967,000; and Austria, 11,222,000 
cruzeiros. Most of these were merely “calendar” de- 
ficits, as they were covered by accumulated credits. 

In North America, in contrast to her trade with the 
United States, Brazil had a favorable balance of 
5,405,000 cruzeiros with Canada. Brazil likewise had a 
favorable balance of 23,936,000 from her trade with 
another dominion, Australia. 





Boon for Investors 

The town of Miradouro in the state of 
Minas Gerais has offered special inducements 
to manufacturers who install factories there. 

New concerns will be exempted from town- 
ship taxes for from five to ten years and will 
be granted enough ground for installation of 
their industry. 

Miradouro has all Brazilian and world tele- 
phone and telegraph connections, a complete 
water and sewer system, enough light and 
power for industry, and is only a little more 
than 200 miles from Rio on the Rio-Bahia 
road. 











| Inter-American Literacy Seminar Meets in Petropolis, Brazil 








Problems of teaching people to read and write 
are being studied at the six-week Inter-American 
Seminar on Literacy and Adult Education now 
going on at Petropolis, Brazil. 

The Seminar, sponsored by Brazil, the Organization 
of American States and the United Nations Education- 
al, Scientific and Cultural Organization, is attended 
by delegates from the American republics, France, 
Italy, Britain, Belgium, Egypt, Pakistan and India. 

Main data for the delegates to study are statistics 
on literacy in the various countries and some dozen 
or more proposed ways of teaching illiterates how to 
read and write. 

The meeting will last until September 3. It was 
inaugurated July 27 by Brazil’s Minister of Education, 
Dr. Clemente Mariani, and is presided over by Dr. 
M. B. Lourenco Filho of the Ministry. 

Among the statistics studied will be those indi- 
cating that some 70 million persons in the American 
republics are illiterate and that many millions of these 
will have to be taught in Indian dialects which often 


have no written language. 

The head of the United Nations Educational, Sci- 
entific and Cultural Organization, called UNESCO 
for short, Dr. Jaime Torres Bodet of Mexico, sent a 
message to the meeting. 

“Education is not an end, but a means,” asserted 
Dr. Torres Bodet. “It is a means of action without 
which a firm program of social progress cannot be con- 
ceived. Any technical plan should be based, sometimes 
directly, on an efficient educational campaign.” 





Finance Minister Named 

President Eurico Gaspar Dutra late last 
month named Mr. Guilherme da Silveira Min- 
ister of Finance. Mr. da Silveira had been 
acting Minister since the recent resignation of 
Mr. Pedro Luiz Corréa e Castro.
